Prospects Are That General Business 


Will Continue Good 


New York, July 20.—R O. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says 
Anxiety regarding unfavorable croj 
possibilities in the future, rather than 
any actual present misfortune, de- 
pressed securities and caused cancella 
tion of some orders for merchandise by 
western dealers. 
Retail distribution 


of goods will not be curtailed by the la- 
bor controversy, unless It is of long 
duration. 
In some agricultural dis- 


tricts where there is fear that little corn 
will be harvested, preceding bumper 
crops at good prices have put farmers 
in such prosperous condition that their 
purchases will not fall off materially, 
while the greatest crop of wheat on rec- 
ord has not brought a return to the low 
prices of previous heavy yields. 


Beyond advancing the prices of steel 


sheets and depressing the market for 
tin, quotations have not been affected 
by the strike of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. 
An early settlement is con- 


fidently expected, and there is much 
relief ^ver the general collapse of the 
nmvhimstB' strike. 
In anthracite coal 


regions work has also been Interrupted, 
but the recent exceptionally heavy out- 
put assures abundant stocks for some 
time. 


Woolen mills are more generally ac- 


tive than at any time this year, orders 
for heavyweight goods arrii ing in large 
numbers. The lightweight season will 
soon open, and there is prospect of prof- 
itable operation unless the raw material 
should advance. 
Some uncertainty is 


seen in the woolen market, sellers mak- 
ing futile efforts to secure better terms 
and ultimately accepting bids at for- 
mer figures. 


In cotton goods the situation is un- 


changed. 


Stability of prices seems assured in 


the footwear industry.

and buyers are not seeking concessions. 


GREAT FIRES IN HISTORY. 


Two Record Breaking One* Whlel 


Occurred In tbe United State*. 


The old ~wr!d*s ir^st calamitous fire 


was that wWi took place in London in 
1CCG, which destroyed 14,000 buildingg, 
laid 400 streets waste and rendered 200, 
000 persons homeless, the loss of life be- 
is2 1,000 and that of property $40,000, 
000. 
Moscow's conflazrigion in 1812 


evoked from Bonaparte, \ihen he woke 
up and got hi* first gtimpst of its begin< 
nin?, "This IB what these barbarians call 
war." It consumed 8,000 of the city*» 
10,000 buildings, compelling 20,000 of th« 
city's inhabitants to sleep on the ground, 
destroyed 200 lives and $10,000,000 of 
property and bnd political consequences 
which effected the higtory of Europe. It 
brought Bonaparte's Russian campaign 
to disaster, caused a retreat in tbe dead 
of winter in which the lives of 150,000 of 
bis •oidiers were lost, broke the spell of 
his invincibility and incited the new com- 
binations against him which eventually 
resulted in his overthrow. 


New York had a fire in 1835 which de- 


stroyed $20,000,000 of property and one 
in 1888 which inflicted a loss of $10,000,- 
000, and this was followed by one in 1845 
In which fS.OOO.OOO of property went np 
in smoke. Pittsburg had a $6,000,000 
fire in 1845, followed by one in Albany, 
which inflicted a damage of $3,000,000, in 
1848, and by one in St. Louis which de- 
stroyed $5,000,000 of property in 1849. 
Ban Francisco had two fires six weeks 
apart in 1851, inflicting a loss of $4,000,- 
000 in the first and of $3,000,000 in the 
second. The Fourth of July celebration 
in 1866 caused, in Portland, Me., the 
most destructive fire ever known on the 
American continent along to that time, 
«cept New York's in 1835, Portland's 
loss being $15,000,000, like Jacksonville's. 


The two most calamitous fires ever 


known anywhere in tbe world occurred in 
the United States within 13 months of 
each other. In the first of these in Chi- 
cago, on Oct. 8 and 9, 1871, the property 
loss was 1200,000,000, and in the second, 
In Boston, on Nov. 0. 1872, $80,000,000 
of property was consumed. In Chicago 
100,000 persons w«r« left without homes 
and 200 were billed. Chicago's heads 
the list of the world's destructive confla- 
grations, but, as she had over 800,000 
population, hi 1871, tbe loss in Jackson- 
ville in 1901. with 28,000 population, is 
proportionately not very far below that 
of the metropolis on Lake Michigan.— 
Leslie's Weekly.

BEOBETAEY LONG DENIES 


That He Revised and Approved Proof) 


Submitted to Him by the Author, 
Who, However, Declares That Such. 
Was the Gate 


Washington, Jnly 20.—Seoretary Long 


said yesterday that the reports which 
reported him as having revised the 
proofs of Maclay's history, and passed 
with approval the passages attacking 
the reputation of Rear Admiral Scbley, 
were calculated to mislead the public. 


All he had seen of the work before 


publication was a chapter on which tho 
excellent preparation of the navy for the 
war with Spain was described, and Mr. 
Ilooserelt, the bureau chiefs and him- 
self were praised for it. 


Ills approval of this had reference to 


the good words spoken for the bureau 
chiefs. 
He not only never approved 


the parts reflecting upon Schley, but he 
did not know that they were in the work, 
or was he aware, till this controversy 
arose, that the history was a test-book 
at the naval academy. He has already 
notified Superintendent Wamwright 
that he does not consider the history in 
its present shape a proper text-book, and 
he has written to the Appletona, the 
publishers, saying that they would do 
well to have the censorious paragraphs 
revised. 
In other respects the history 


sectns very well written. 


It is learned here from an officer of 


the government that the history was 
accepted as a text-book at that instltu* 
tion when only the first two volumea 
were out, and that the third, containing 
the obnoxious passages, followed as a 
matter of course. 


General Felir Angus, publisher of the 


Baltimore American, wired the follow- 
ing letter to President McKinley yester- 
day: 


"Maclay's History of the Navy is the 


standard in use at the naval academy. 
In the third volume, just issued, the his- 
torian charges Bear Admiral Scnley 
with being a coward, a liar, a caitiff, an 
incompetent and insubordinate. 


"In an interview in The American 


this morning, Maclay, the historian, who 
is a navy department clerk classed as 
a laborer and attached'to the Brooklyn 
navy yard, says that proofs of this third 
volume, which should have told of the 
most glorious story in all oar naval an- 
nals, were submitted to Secretary Loa? 
and Admiral Sampson and approved 
by them in advance of publication; also 
that Long put him in his present posi- 
tion after he had read and approved 
this scurrilous attack upon Admiral 
Bchley. 
These proofs were also sub- 


mitted to Admiral Dewey, who refused } 
to read them. 


"If aught were needed to convince you 


or any fair-minded man that a clique 
It the navy department has conspired to 
traduce tbe hero of Santiago, and that 
the controversy was carried into exe- 
cution while that brave an{5 gallant offi- 
cer was suffering expatriation on the 
fever-infected coasts of South America, 
this should furnish it.

Maclay'a Explanation 


New York, July 20.—Edgar 8. Maclay 


yesterday replied to the criticisms 
which have been upon made his histori- 
cal workb.

not appreciate at the time I wrote the 
book that tbe terms were immoderate 
and intemperate. 
It is now my inten- 


tion to revise that portion of tjie work 
that deals with the battle of Santiago. 
But I shall not alter the facts, for they 
are correct. The proofs were submitted 
to the officers who took part in the bat- 
tle of Santiago, as well as to Secretary 
Long, and received their approval. 
I 


should explain that only those portions 
of the book were submitted to each offi- 
cer that related to him personally or to 
the part he took in the battle. I have 
never bad any animus against Admiral 
Bchley, and I wrote as I did because I 
believed it to be the truth."

there still remain the bodies of Arthur 
T. Colburn, a Philadelphia millionaire 
spice manufacturer; his two daughters, 
Annette and Ida, 
Captain Flint of 


Brooklyn, the skipper of the yacht, and 
un unknown sailor. 


The Venitaia left Philadelphia on 


Tuesday to join the fleet of the Corinth- 
ians in Newport. Wednesday night tha 
party spent st Tomp'ldns ,'ille. L. I., and 
on Thursday morning started through 
the sound for New London. The wind 
was light, according to the story told 
by Stanridge, but in the afternoon it 
cams on squally, aud Mr. Colburn ad- 
vised the skipper to take lu some of his 
canvas, but the latter would not do so. 
The wind continued to increase, and tha 
women went below, where Mr. Colburn 
joined them, after again advising Cap- 
tain Flint to reduce sail. 


Still the captain kept the yacht under 


all her sail, and finally the squall broke. 
The first gust knocked the yacht^down 
until her port rail was away under watei 
and the waves broke over into the cabin. 
The party below rushed to the compan- 
ionway just as a fiercer gust hit the 
craft, and carried her down again. 
A 


second time bhe righted, but only for a 
moment, for there was coming a long 
mass of water capped with a white lins 
of foam that the wind had raised. 


When tbe roller struck, the yacht, 


righting for a momeut, be^an to sink. 
Stanridge, thrown clear of the rigging 
by the napping sail, and Mrs. Sprankle, 
cleared from 
the wreck by Captain 


Flint, saw the yawl's small boat which 
bad broken from the davits, and waa 


\ drifting, bottom upwards. Both struck 
• out for thq boat, and reached it, and 


then for two hours, one clinging to one 
end, and the other to the other, they 
drifted about in the sound until sighted 
by the tug Gertrude. 


The Ventizia was a yawl-rigged yacht, 


B4 feet water line, and 63 feet over all. 
She was built in 1880, and was sump- 
tuously furnished.

HOSE HOUSE IMPROVEMENTS 


Perfect Equipment for the Firemen's 


Quarters on Stale Street 


Work on the Improvements at the 


State street hose house Is progressing 
rapidly and 
the building will b» 


ready for use In a few days*. The as- 
phalt floor is now being laid, and as 
soon as this Is completed 4.he end of 
all the work will be in sight. 


A number of very material impvove- 


ments have been added, and one of 
th«se is the introduction of an elec- 
tric light system. AH of the rooms 
used by the firemen have been supplied 
with electric 
lights, which will be 


turned 'on automatically whenever a 
flre alarm is sounded at night. The 
apparatus by which this is done is 
connected with the gong which strikes 
the number of the box. This Is sup- 
plied with a switch by which the cir- 
cuit can be cut oft in the day time, so 
there will b& no needless use of elec- 
tricity. At night it will be connected 
and the instant an a'orm comes in 
the building- will be lighted and the 
flremen can proceed without hindrance 
to the work of getting out. This Is 
a decided convenience and. one that 
will be worth a good deal to the fire- 
men and to property owners in the 
course of a year. The Center street 
hose house was equipped with this sys 
tern some time ago. 


The arrangement by which all the 


doors of the horse stalls can be open- 
ed by moving a lever has been spoken 
of in this paper, and this is an ex- 
cellent thing, as -nill be readily un- 
derstood. 
Another 
important im- 


provement has been made in connec- 
tion with the front doors. To these 
heavy s- rings have been attached, and 
to the latch a cord is attached which 
bangs down over the seat of the hose 
wagon. With this arrangement the 
firemen do not have to bother with tha 
doorg, fc.f when the driver of the hose 
wagon mounts his seat, by pulling the 
cord the doors fly open instantly and 
aT is rejdy for the start. 


It will thus be seen that when the 


work is done and the horses are in 
their stalls in the hose house every- 
thing will be ia prime working order 
and the fire department win be in 
more effective condition than ever be- 
fore. Improvements have come rapid- 
ly in the last few years, and those that 
are now being made are in keeping 
with that which has come before. It 
la probable that there are tew cities 
the size 'of this which are better equip 
ped for fighting fire, and the depart- 
ment is certainly in a condition to 
Justify the pride and satisfy the de- 
manda of every citizen

CANNING. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


At this season of the year every good 


fconsewife begins to restock her pautry. 
She can buy in the market almost ever? 
kind of canned goods imaginable, but as 
it seecis to me, nothing she buys tastes 
quite like the things she "puts up" her- 
self. It give* me, therefore, the great- 
tst of pleasure to tell my inquiring 
friends the results of my experience in 
canning, especially of corn, string beans 
and peas. 
Tomatoes are very easily 


canned' and the best methods are known 
to every good Louseirife, but canaing 
corn is usually found more difficult. 


One of the secrets of patting up corn 


Is in having the corn absolutely fresh. 
To keep in tho perfect condition desired, 
corn must be absolutely fresh picked 
and it is worse thao useless to attempt 
10 nut it up unless it can be prepared 
within a few hours, at most, of the 
time it is taken from the garden. 


I have the best of success with corn 


by folio whig the following recipe: After 
removing the husks and silk with a 
shurp knife cut from th« cob and with 
the back of the knife press out of the 
cob all the milk remaining. Pack the 
cut corn aud milk in the jnrs, pressing 
it down weU that there may be no air 
spaces. In the bottom of a wash boiler 
put a layer of straw on a number of 
narrow boards and have ready £ quan- 
tity of hot water. Arrange the 'jars in 
the boiler, lay the lids and rubber bands 
loosely on the top of each and slowly 
pour ia boiling water sufficient to two- 
thirds submerge the jars. Lay a large 
towel over the top of the boiler, then 
press On the cover and keep at a steady 
boil for thred hours, adding more boiling 
water if it is necessary. Then lift out 
the jars, fasten down the covers and Jet 
•tand orer night. Tighten the covers if 
they are of the screw variety and put 
away in a cool, dark place. 
It is al- 


ways well to test your jars before using. 
Fill half full of hot water and invert 
them; if they leak put on new rubber 
rings; if*they still leak do not use them. 


To con string beans, cut them into 


pieces, wash them and fill the jars with 
them. 
To one gallon of boiling water 


add one tablespoonful of salt and fill the 
jars brimming over. 
Arrange in a 


boiler as directed above and keep at a 
continuous boil for two hours and then 
•eal and put away. 


To caa peas, shell and wash them and 


then proceed just as yon would for 
string beans. What I suggestedi about 
corn colds good to a certain extent with 
peas and other vegetables. 


Later I ajial! have something about 


the putting up of pears, quinces and 
other fruit.

TOMATO CATSUP. 


Take one bushel of ripe, firm toma- 


toes, pick orer and see all are free from 
decay. 
Wash and wipe them on a. 


.coarse towel. Put on to boil, let sim- 
mer gently for three-quarters of an 
hour, then strain to remove the skins 
end seeds. Put the juice on to boil, 
cook until very thick, add half a gallon 
of strong cider vinegar, and boil half an 
hour longer; add half a pound of sugar, 
a small teacup of salt, an ounce of 
black pepper, an ounce of allspice, two 
ounces of ginger, half an ounce of 
cloFes, half an ounce of mace, an ounce 
of cinnamon,' two grated nutmegs and 
one pod of red pepper; stir tintil the 
spices are thoroughly mixed, let come 
to a boil and take from the fire. Bottle 
aud seal while hot. 


RAISIN AND TAPIOCA JELLY. 
Mix together one-fourth cup of tap- 


ioca, half'a cup of sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt, half a cup of seeded 
raisins and a dozen almo£ds, blanched 
and cut in quarters lengthwise. Cook 
in a pint of boiling water, stirring occa- 
sionally until the tapioca becomes trans- 
parent. Flavor to taste and serve hot 
with cream and sugar, or remove from 
the fire and fold into the mixture the 
stiffly beaten whites of two eggs. Pour 
into a mould moistened with, cold water 
and serve cold. 


SMOKED HALIBUT.. 


Shred in pieces—not too small—two 


handfnls of halibut and put it on the 
stove in a spider, cover with cold-water, 
let it come to a scald, but not (o boil, 
then turn off the water, and cover again 
with cold water, scald again and pour 
off the water. Ther^ take equal quanti- 
ties of milk and water, enough to cover, 
thicken with floor, add two well beaten 
eggs and butter the size of an egg. 


MEAT SCALLOPS. 


Take small tin patty pans and line 


them with mashed potatoes; mince any 
kind of cold meat and mix with it a 
little bread crumbs, minced boiled onion, 
salt aud pepper to taste, and a little cold 
gravy, or rich stock. 
Put a layer of 


this over the potatoes; then a layer of 
potatoes on top. Smooth nicely and lay 
•mall bits of batter on top. Brown in 
a hot oven. 


SCOTCH STEW. 


Pass through a meat cutter four 


pounds of: lean beef nnd place in a cov- 
ered stewpan with one teacnpful of 
boiling water, one onion chopped fine 
and snlt and pppper to taste. 
Let it 


stew slowly for three or four hours and 
just before taking off add butter the 
fi/e of an egg. If necessary add more 
water while cooking. 


FREED CUCUMBERS. 


Pare ami cut lengthwise into pieces a 


quarter of an inch thick nnd lay in ice 
water for half an hour. Take out and 
wipe dry, sfason with salt aud pepper, 
dredge with flour and fry a light brown. 


ASPARAGUS OMELET. 


Stoam some fresh cut ^asparagus nnd 


chop Cno. 
Mix with the yolks of five 


eggs and the whites of three, well 
beaten, nnd two tablcspoonfuls of rich 
cream. Fry and serve quite hot. 


FRIED GREEN TOlVfATOES. 


Slice rnthpr thin and roll in corn meal, 


add pepper and salt and place in a hot 
frying pnn, well buttered, nnd cover 
closely; 
fry 
until tender . and 
well 


browned. 


MARSHMALLOW CAKfc. 


Make the cake of two cupfola ol 


Jug.ir, three quarters of a cup of but- 
ler, one cup of flour, three teaspoonruls 
of baking powder, the whftes of live 
6ggs, a pinch of salt and flavoring to 
taste. Bake in two layers and fill with 
tho following mixture; One heaping 
teaspooaful of gelatine, sixteen tea- 
spoonfuls of cold watar, one pound of 
confectioner's sugar are the ingredients. 
Dissolve the gelatine in the water before 
stirring in the sugar. Beat until light 
and firm; flavor with two teaspoonfuls 
of vaniUa, ice the cake with four table- 
spoon fuls 
of 
cream 
and pulverized 


eugar enough to stiffen. 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS. 


Sift together one and one-third cups 


of .floor, one-fourth teaspoonfnl of salt 
and two teaspoonf uls of baking powder. 
Beat an egg lightly, add two-thirds o» a 
cup of milk, gradually stir in the dry in- 
gredients and add one cupful of pine- 
apple cut into small pieces. 
Drop by 


spoonfuls into hot fat, fry to a golden 
brown, drain on soft paper and serve 
with a sance made as follows: Beat to- 
gether one whole egg, two yolks and 
half a cup of sugar. Set the saucepan 
containing these into hot water and beat 
vigorously while gradually adding the 
juice of half a lemon. When the mix- 
ture thickens remove from the fire. 


LEMON QUEENS. 


Cream half a cup of butter, add grad- 


ually one cup of sugar, the grated rind 
of a lemon and one tablespoonfnl of 
juice and then the beaten yolks of four 
eggs. 
Mix one-fourth teaspoonful of 


salt and one-fourth teaspoonful of soda 
with one and a fourth cups of flour, and 
add to the first mixture, beating thor- 
oughy. 
Add the whites of the four 


eggs beaten stiff and bake in small tins 
about twenty minutes. Spread the tops 
of the cakes, when cold, with confec- 
tioners' sugar mixed with boiling water 
aud lemon juice. 


BOUDINS DE SAUMON. 


Butter four small cups or moulds and 


In each place a piece of cooked salmon, 
dried with a soft cloth, so as to remove 
all oily liquid from it. Beat two eggs 
slightly, season with- one-fourth ten- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of pepper, n 
little chopped parsley and a few drops 
of onion juice or anchovy sauce. Add a 
half cup of milk and when mised pour 
into the moulds and serve with Hol- 
landaise or white sauce or let them get 
cold and serve them on- lettuce leaves 
with mayonnaise dressing. 


MALAY CURRY. 


Fry in olive oil or butter two large 


onious which have been finely chopped. 
When the juice is extracted, strain out 
the pulp and put the juice into a frying 
pan with two cucumbers, peeled and cut 
into small cubes. Cover with milk, add 
a teaspoonful of curry powder, which 
has been dissolved in a little milk, boi! 
until the cucumber is thoroughly cooked 
and then add cooked lobster, <crab or 
shrimp meat. Boil for fifteen minutes, 
salt to taste and serve with, boiled rice. 


HASHED MUTTON. 


Cut the mutton into neat, thick slices 


and put them into a sauce made by 
melting two ounces of butter in a sauce- 
pan mixing an8 stirring in till brcwn 
one ounce <k Sour and three quarters of 
a pint of good gravy or stock and boil 
up. 
Flavor with a tablespoonful of 


tomato sauce and a teaspoonful of 
anchovy sauce, cover closely and sim- 
mer gently by the side of a fire for an 
hour and a half. Serve with sippets of 
toast. 


MEAT PIE. 


(Southern Style.) 


Chop one pound of beefsteak into fiae 


pieces an^ cook them two hours in a 
pint of cold water. Season with pepper, 
sait and poultry dressing and remove 
before thickening the gravy with a 
little flour. Place the whole in a baking 
dish aud cover with a crust made of one 
pint of flour, three tablespoonfuls of 
cottolene, a teaspoonful of salt and 
water enough to make it stiff to roll out. 
Bake three quarters of an hour. 


CREAM SAUCE FOR CRO- 
QUETTES. 


Melt two generous tablespoonfuls of 


butter, and when bubbling, stir in four 
well rounded tablespoonfuls of flour. 
Cook several minutes without browning, 
then add gradually one piit of hot milk, 
stirring continually to prevent lumping. 
When perfectly smooth season with a 
few drops of onion juice, a tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice, half a teaspoonful 
each of salt and celery salt and a pinch 
of white pepper. 


BELL FRITTERS. 


Put a piece of bntter the size of an 


egg into a pint of milk, and when it 
comes to a boil, thicken with one pint 
of flour. Stir uutil the flour is cooked, 
pour into a bowl and add fire eggs, one 
at a time, beating each well into the 
mixture. 
Put a pint of lard into a 


kettle and when it boils up drop in the 
batter from the point of a spoon. Serva 
with lemon sauce. 


CUCUMBER SALAD. 


Pare and slice the cucumbers into a 


bowl of ice or very cold water and let 
them stand Jielf an hour. Drain them, 
sprinkle lightly with salt, cayenne pep- 
per nnd a gill of vinegar. Some persons 
are in tho habit of slicing the cucumbers 
Into salted water, with the idea that 
they ave^more wholesome, but this is a 
great mistake, as it wilts them and rea- 
ders them tough and indigestible. 


ONION PICKLES. 


Cut large, full-growa onions in thick 


slices; put a layer in a jar, sprinkle 
with'salt nnd cayenne pepper, add on- 
other layer of oaion and seasoning until 
the jar is full: pour cold vinegar over. 
Let stand a month before using. 


FEPrtfR PICKLES. 


Take large, green peppers, remove tho 


•eeds, soak in strong brine for two days, 
changing the water. Stuff with chopped 
cabbage 
well 
seasoned 
with spice*. 


Sew up, olacc in a jar and cover with 
ylncgar.

EASTWOOD TO BE HANGED 


Vermont Supreme Court Overrules H:s 


Exceptions and Sentences Him 


Frederick 
Eastwood 
formerly 
of 


this city, was sentenced by Chief jus- 
tice Kussell H, Taft of the supreme 
court, yesterday 
afternoon, 
to 
be 


hanged on Friday, March 13, 1M>3, at 
Windsor,'for the murder of Franklin 
Fenn, at Middlebury on August 14, 
1899. 


The court overruled every one of 


Eastwood's exceptions. 
Owing to the 


deafness of Eastwood he did not hear 
the sentence whea it was first pro- 
nounced and he was taken in front of 
the judge's bench, where the sentence 
was read in a louder tone. When the 
prisoner was asked 
why sentence 


should not be pronounced, ha replied, 
"I do not know as I have anything to 
say exc"pt I have no memory of the 
trial." 


He sh'owed no evidence of fear when 


the verdict was pronounced and walk- 
ed back to his seat with a steady 
tread. 


The crime Eastwood committed oc- 


curred on August 14, 1899 He rode 
from Greenfield, alighting from 
a 


train at Salisbury and drove to East 
Middlebury. 
Hia wife had left him 


aad he had blamed his wife's relatives 
He succeeded in shooting his wife, a 
cousin named Brown and 
MJr. • and 


Mrs. Franklin Fenn. He then shot 
himself, but the bullet struck a rib. 
AH recovered with the exception of 
Franklin Fenn, whose wound proved 
fatal. 
Eastwood was placed in the 


insane asylum soon after to be ob- 
served, but he showed no signs of in- 
sanity.
